GINNY  ADAMS  (Mrs.  Oates)  in  twelve  months  has  become  wildly  enthusias- 
tic about  amateur  theatricals,  having  played  Olivia  in  "The  Chalk  Garden" 
for  Footlight  Club  and  Ruth  in  "Blithe  Spirit"  for  Mass.  General  Hospital 
Players.  Dr.  Adams  and  Billy  cue  her  and  seem  not  to  mind  hurried  dinners, 
but  then  they're  used  to  them  for  when  not  at  rehearsal  she's  working  at  the 
M.  G.  H.  Blood  Bank,  practicing  at  choir  or  planning  her  next  flying  trip. 
ASHLEY  WESTCOTT  (Constable),  President,  Community  Players  of  Quincy, 
member  of  Milton  Players,  recently  appeared  in  F.  C.  "The  Matchmakers," 
nine  weeks  with  the  Charles  Playhouse  in  "Crucible"  and  "Our  Town," 
member  of  the  Screen  Actors  Guild.  Assisted  in  the  casting  of  extras  and 
appeared  with  his  nine-year-old  daughter  Gwendolyn  in  the  Otto  Preminger 
production  "The  Cardinal."  Seen  on  Channel  2  (WGBH-TV)  in  "For  the 
Time  Being."

GRACE  BARNARD  (Nurse  Barker)  is  very  nearly  ready  to  receive  her 
nursing  degree.  She  made  her  debut  for  Footlights  in  "Chalk  Garden"  as,  of 
all  things,  a  nurse.  First  joined  F.  C.  for  the  Workshop  project,  Acting  Class, 
and  we  look  forward  to  her  pleasant  presence  in  future  productions. 
VIRGINIA  JOHNSON  (Mrs.  Warren).  Capable,  versatile,  dependable  Virginia 
last  appeared  on  our  stage  as  Mrs.  Levi  in  "The  Matchmakers"  and  quite 
recently,  as  director,  was  the  female  who  managed  the  all-male  cast  of  "Caine 
Mutiny  Court  Martial."
